Ir my title seems to promise an account of somebody’s 
bodily presence behind the scenes, that’s only its artful- 
ness. That’s not at all what I’m going to write about; 
but this is ‘comic copy ” (I mention it that there may be 
no mistake about the matter), and it is a golden rule that 
a title to comic copy should be as incongruous, as mislead- 
ing, and as suggestive of something totally disconnected 
with the real subject as possible. To clearly indicate 
my drift I should have called this ‘‘On the Stage asa 
Teacher.” On second thoughts, though, that seems to 
suggest the experiences of a Dramatic Instructor, and that 
isn’t my subject either; but if you leave out the ‘‘On” 
you ’ll have it near enough. 

Now I needn’t tell you the stage professes to be a great 
teacher—it is called ‘‘ The Profession” in consequence. 
It does teach a good deal, too. It teaches grammar—it 
isn’t always the same grammar, and now and then it 
teaches us to drop an ‘‘h”’ or two, and now and then to 
put them on, so that it’s a trifle confusing. It teaches us 
geography and botany, introducing us to wonderful coun- 
tries running a good deal to boards, where strange vegeta- 
tion flourishes in upright slices, and the sky hangs down 
in strips. It teaches us history, clearing up many erroneous 
preconceived notions, such as that Oliver Cromwell and 
Mary Queen of Scots were not contemporaries, or that 
Wat Tyler did not come over with the Conqueror. It 
teaches astronomy, showing that the moon hasa habit of 
suddenly throwing a straight ray of contracted compass on 
any terrible or picturesque incident, and jerkily following 
some particular person about in a spirit of gross favour- 
itism. It teaches the anatomy of the human form, too, 
beginning at the female figure: this instruction is still in 
the elementary stage. But its crowning glory is its moral 
teaching : it teaches patience by long waits between the 
acts; it teaches truth by advertising overflowing houses 
when ‘‘half sals.” are rife, and ‘‘ paper” is the ‘‘ order” 
of the day; it teaches honesty by appropriating ideas from 
foreign climes ; it teaches—oh, it teaches a heap of other 
things, but my editor is ‘‘in” with a lot of managers, and 
he says I can’t have any more space, so you see it teaches 
intezrity and freedom of the Press as well.
